Belgians Retire on Antwerp. 


i J “ In conform ity with a prearran g ed 
plan the Belgian field arm y retreated 
on the entrenched cam p of A ntwerp, 
a fte r brilliantly fulfilling its duty as 
dictated by th e strategical situation 
and delaying for a fortnight the G er­ 
m an passage of the Meuse. 
“A ntw erp has a double role. 
It is a 
form idable entrenched camp, fortified 
on most m odern lines, and is the base 
from 
w hich 
tile 
Belgian arm y 
can 
th re a te n the G erm an flank and co­ 
o p erate effectively w ith the allies. 
“T he A ntw erp defenses consist of 
th re e fortifications, whose pow er of 
resistan ce can be heightened by flood­ 
ing a large area around all th e works. 
A ntw erp is fully equipped with the 
m ost perfect appliances. 
To besiege 
th e fortress th e G erm ans would have 
to detach im posing forces and a large 
siege train. 
T his they are no t likely 
to do. 
lf they do not they will be 
obliged to cover them selves again st 
th e operations of th e Belgian arm y, 
w hich is intact, than k s to th e skillful 
re tre at, and augm ented by th e A nt­ 
w erp garrison. 


German Position Difficult, 


“The G erm an situation is then a 
difficult one, since they lack the chief 
postulate of a plan of m arch through 
Belgium, namely, free p assage of the 
Meuse, a route by Liege and N am ur 
and inaction on the p a rt of th e Bel­ 
gian arm y.” 
On G erm any’s eastern fro ntier th ere 
has been considerable outpost fight­ 
ing. which would indicate th a t the 
R ussians are com pleting th eir work of 
concentration. 
T here have been no 
serious collisions in this region as 
yet, however. 
A ustria is too m uch en­ 
gaged with R ussia and with th e need 
of helping G erm any to m ake m uch
